His report was made public here 
by the _ president of the society, 
Prof. James F. Norris of the Mass- 
achusetts Institute of Technology. 
Little is known of the chemistry 
of these millions of barrels of liquid 
fuel whose mysteries must be pene- 
trated not by “pot-be :

equipment is applied to the 
whole industry. 

The refining of petroleum for 
present day products, he points 
out, is almost wholly a matter of 
engineering rather than chemistry. 
Dr. Brooks adds:— 

“The important advances.in re- 
finery technology of the last few 
years have been mostly engineering 
improvements. This general con- 
dition is true of any large scale 
manufacturing enterprise.” 

Dr. Brooks tn his plan indicates 
that the oil researchers take up the 
geological history of petroleum, 
called of great interest to petrole- 
um geologists, and conduct investi- 
gations into present refiner prod- 
ucts and processes. 

“An extensive development of 
the whole field of the chemistry of 
the hydrocarbons in petroleum and 
the study of individual hydrocar- 
bons which occur in petroleum or

ultaneously with other researches 
extending our present very limited 
knowledge of the hydrocarbons 
actually constituting the bulk of 
our different petroleums,” says Dr.

may take it for granted that a 
stolen car has been purchased. 
When a dealer discovers that a 
prospect upon whom he has been 
working has bought a car for far 
less than the market price, this 
dealer must be convinced that his 
failure to sell a car was owing to 
the fact that the prospective cus- 
tomer preferred a shady deal to a 
legitimate one. 

“Many times, of course, the pur- 
chaser is innocent of the matter, 
but in any event the dealer who 
does not report such a transaction 
is doing an injustice to himself and 
to the man whose car has been 
stolen. 

“If dealers will report such cases 
to their local police authorities the 
practice can be curbed. Purchasers, 
too, can help out and be of help in} 
cutting down the number of car 
thefts. It is to their advantage to 
do so even aside from the moral 
obligation, for when a stolen car 
is found the purchaser loses his 
car and in some cases has a rather 
difficult time convincing the au- 
thorities that he has acted in good 
faith. The purchaser should ask 
for the seller’s bill of sale.

New Truck Terminal 
At St. Paul Means 
Victory Over R. R. 


St. Paul, Minn., May 
Rallroads of the northwest today 
their losing battle 

against the invasion of long- 

haul motor truck freight lines, 
as work began on construction 
of the first $250,000 unit of what 
will be the most modern truck 
freight terminal in the United 

States, , 

Plans for the terminal were 
made public by the Murphy Trans- 
fer Company of this city at con- 
clusion of negotiations for the 
acquisition of an extensive tract 
of land in the warehouse section 
just outside the downtown district, 
and coincidentally with the win- 
ning of first rounds in a fight for 
supremacy between rail and truck 
carriers before the State Railroad 
and Warehouse Commission. 

The truck freight termina will 
be linked with a river barge 
freight terminal, and will have 
the support of a _ half-dozen 
trucking companies, two large 
barge lines and the city’s leading 
civic body, the St. Paul Associa- 
tion. 

The latter organization has been 
combating recent commodity 
freight rate increases granted to 
intrastate roads by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission and holds 
that the establishment of long-haul 
freight truck service on a syste- 
matic basis will provide the remedy 
by offering equal service at lower 
cost. 

The firet building of the freight 
terminal will be 200 feet long, 100 
feet wide and two stories in height. 
It will be linked with the 7,000- 
mile state trunk highway system, 
which connects every part of the 
state with the Twin Cities by 
means of a 120-foot thoroughfare 
now being built by the city. 

Discriminatory freight rates 
and congestion at rail freight 
Joading points are forcing ship- 
pers of the Northwest to turn to 
motor truck service, testimony 
heard by the state rail body 
shows. 

L. S. Westbrook; traffic manager 
of Griggs, Cooper & Co., St. Paul, 
and noted rate authority, testified 
that under the so-called “Fargo” 
and “Watertown” decisions of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
shippers are being forced to find 
cheaper means of shipping or to go 
out of business. 

“The eventual corrective meas- 
ure to eliminate this. discrim- 
ination will be the raising of rail 
rates throughout the entire Min- 
nesota territory,’ Mr. West- 
brook said, “to meet the Water- 
town and Fargo rates. This will 
either force some shippers out 
of business or force them to find 
less expensive means of shipping 
—and the latter is the obvious 
way out of the situation. Motor- 
truck service today is providing 
an entirely satisfactory handling 
of freight to an ever-increasing 
number of shippers, and will 
continue to do so,

State Dealers Seek to 
Solve Used Car Riddle

NEAPOLIS, May 25.—Maintaining that in the final 


situation is not a problem of 


the automotive industry so much as it is a matter of the 
individual dealer, the Minnesota Motor Trades Association 
is planning to issue a used car market report every sixty 
days so that dealers may know the prices being paid for used 


jobs. 

Decision to issue such a report 
was reached after the board of di- 
rectors of the association made a 
thorough study of the used car 
situation in the Northwest. 

The investigators found that many 
dealers do not know what a used 
car is worth and because of this 
made unprofitable deals. It was 
also found that small dealers who 
trade in only a few cars each 
month“do not have a broad enough 
experience with the used car mar- 
keting problem to trade advan- 
tageously. 

The used car reports will be 
prepared from information fur- 
nished by a group of Minneapolis 
used car managers who direct de- 
partments which handle hundreds 
of trades each month and so are 
in a good position to know values. 

An association committee inves- 


& 





tigating the used car market in 
Minnesota found the _ situation 
“spotted.” Sales in Minneapolis 
and St. Paul are reported exceed- 
ingly good with prices fairly high 
and stocks low. Many smati car 
dealers in these cities have orders 


of used closed cars and roadsters, 
and although they are in an ad- 
vantageous position they are gen- 
erally trading very conservatively 
and holding stocks low. 

This situation, however, does not 
seem to prevail in rural communi- 
ties of the state where in the early 
spring and winter many trades 
were put through at high figures 
so that dealers are overstocked 
with high-priced used jobs which 
can’t be moved and so check new 
sales because dealers are not in a 
position to trade.
